HERE is no doubt tl:nt a" 
large number of accidents 
are due to carelessness. They 


are met in industrial 'life, tmong 
the thousands who go to business 
every day in 
the great cities 
and on the 
h i g h w .'.ys. 
With the pop-

use 
of 


a u t o m obiles 
the number of 
accidents is in- 
creasing ?.t an 
alarming rcte. 


With the 


growing use of 
machinery 
in 
the small, as 
well as the 
large indus- 
tries, there are 
greater 
Laz- 


ards to life and limb. The speed- 
ing up of life in general contributes 
to the dangers of modern exist- 
ence. 


Safety devices, safety measures 
and "Safety first" publicity have 
lessened the dangers to some extent. 
But in apite of them the rate of in- 
crease in accidents is appalling. 
, An investigation into the causes 
of street accidents made in New York 
City revealed the fact that the num 
ber of accidents reached its highest 
peak between four and five in the 
afternoon. 
At this time of day 
school children, office workers and 
laborers are on their way home after 
a hard day's work. 


Fatigue has a -great deal to do 
with accidents. When you are tireri 
you are less alert, less watchful of 
danger and more indifferent to it. 
There can be no doubt that in any 
calling where strenuous effort Is re- 
"tiired accidents are sure to be more 


frequent during the period of great- 
est fatigue. There are other factors, | 
of course, but we must consider this. | 


There Is a limit to human endur- 


ance. The limitation of bodily and 
mental effort must be properly met. 
It Is not good for anybody to worli 
BO hard or in such a form of work aa 
to be habitually Ur*d. 
A certain 
amount of fatigue is good for every- 
body, but beyond a certain point il 
wears out body and mind. Not alone 
does it make you more liable to acci- 
denta, but it is bad for the heart and 
for the nervous system. 
i 


Hours of work for policemen, en- 
gineers, truck drivers and chauffeurs 
should be short enough so that body 
and mind shall be at their best. We 
should not overlook the importance 
of this statement. 
Owners of factories and mills have 


co-operated • with industrial commis- 
sions. State and Federal laws have 
been made to advance health and 
safety of the public. But there Is 
still much to be done to rearrange 
our social system so that mor» acci- 
dents shall be avoided. 
There are many accidents among 
children In industry. 
Children are 
more prone to accidents than adults 
if they are near dangerous machin- 
ery. We should make a special study 
of children's accidents in industry 
with a view to preventing them. 


Economic stress forces many ol 
our boys and girls into Industry be- 
fore their grammar school educa- 
tion is completed. 
Medical men in 
general agree that the transition 
from the comparatively easy five- 
hour school day to the confining 
eight-hour, or more, day in the fac- 
tory, office and mercantile establish- 
ment is not the best thing for the 
adolescent child. 


Health hazards and hazards of life 


are, Indeed, aH too common. Safety 
campaigns are needed to Impress on 
the public the importance of avoid- 
ing accidents. In time all the fac- 
tors o( danger will be studied anc 
correction will follow.

MUNICIPAL MERGERS 
As the census figures come in, 
and city after city is disappointed 


in its total, the question of annex ­ 
ation becomes a live one. 
Cities 
and towns have not yielded to the 
modern tendency to consolidation 
as much as have business institu­ 
tions. Communities which have vis­ 
ibly grown together, and which 
may be functioning practically as 
one for economic purposes, still 
maintain their separate political 
organizations and identities. 
Big 
communities 
which 
have 
spawned populous suburbs often 
find themselves closed in by a re­ 
lentless ring. 
The suburbanites, 
when away from home, unhesitat­ 
ingly give the parent city as their 
residence, because it is well known 
and they are proud to be associated 
with it. 
Yet at home they stub­ 
bornly stand aside with their sep- 
arte set of officials, even though 
it creates awkwardness and con­ 
fusion in adjusting public utility 
services, 
tax es, educational sys­ 
tems, traffic regulations, etc. 
Census year, with its emphasis 
on population, tends to change this 
attitude. 
Citizens of parent cities 
and daughter cities alike come to 
feel the injustice of the census to­ 
tals and the wrong impression giv­ 
en by them. 
They realize more 
clearly that communities which are 
one 
economically 
and 
socially 
should be one politically. So there 
is a strong movement for munici­ 
pal mergers, either through an­ 
nex ation of the smaller units to the 
iàrger, or through borough sys­ 
tems which, 
uniting 
the 
whole 
group of municipalities in a sort 
of federal plan, leave the outlying 
units 
self-government 
in 
local 
m atters. 


ANTI-THUMB RULES 
Two or three states have o ut­ 
lawed the solicitation of automobile 
rides by thumb-jerkers and hitch­ 
hikers. 
This 
is 
done 
on 
the 
grounds that the practice is a 
nuisance, develops wrong habits in 
children and ex poses drivers to un­ 
foreseen dangers. 
Various cities 
are following suit. 
In one city there is a slight var- ' 
iation. 
“Thumbing” is not actual­ 
ly forbidden, but the “thumber” is 
obliged to do his soliciting from the 
curb or sidewalk instead of stand­ 
ing in the street as such beggars 
usually do. 
This moderate rule, if not the 
more important stringent regula­ 
tion, would be a good thing any­ 
where, 
Ride-beggars crowding in­ 
to the street and standing in the 
way of approaching cars ex pose 
themselves to the danger of get­ 
ting run over. They subject drivers 
to unwarranted annoyance and o f­ 
ten cause wrecks by making the 
drivers swerve suddenly to avoid 
hitting them. 
There is no more reason why 
any class of pedestrians should 
stand in the sr.reet than there is 
why motorists should drive on the 
sidewalk.
